MITTEE. 


Tb the Selectmen, and through you, to the Inhabitants of the Town 
‘of Chesterfield : 


EIn pursuance with and agreeable to law, it now becomes my 
daty to make Report of the several Schools in this Town. 


“Tn submitting the following Report I shall endeavor to ren- 
Jer an impartial account of each term separately. 


District No. 1. The summer term was taught by Miss Persrs 
M.Prentice. This was her first school, and she was faithful in 
her Inbors as a teacher. 

There was great improvement in many studies, especially in 
reading. 

_ At the close there was a promptness in the recitation whici: 


indicated that they had been taught the correct principles. 
: 
* The winter term was taught by Miss Saran Rumritx, who 


is the elements of a good teacher. 

Her manners in the ‘school-room are calculated to awaken an 
erest und animation in her scholars.

g. Yhe scholars appeared orderly and quiet in their deport-

Every thing was harmonious 
this term, and perfect satisfaction given. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Ina Prentice. This 
was her first attempt at teaching. In this school they were not 
well classified. Only five pupils attended written Arithmetig; 
and each constituted a separate class, which, in a large school, 
must have been difficult to have found time. It would have 
been an improvement to connect them, and therefore had more 
time to devote to each class. Idid not visit the school on ex- 
amination on account of being delayed by a break-down. 


No.4. The summur term was taught by Miss Kartre L. 
THomas. She was a beginner in teaching, yet managed her 
school well, and succeeded in waiaing the xood- will of her pu- 
pils and the confidence of the District. The examination gave 
evidence of a faithful teacher. 

We were pleased to see so much time devoted to the 
younger members. Quite a number of parents were present, 
who were highly interested with the exercises. 

The winter term was under the faithful instruction of Miss : 
Mary A. Marsa. 
This teacher proved herself faithful, thorough and competent 
in all her duties. At the examination the recitations were per- 
formed with promptness and accuracy. Her usual good success 
attended her, and the school was a profitable one. ‘The classes 
passed an excellent examination in Arithmetic, Geograp! Ly and 
Grammar, and other classes did well. It was amusing to 
listen to the reading and spelling of one young lad, five years 
old, and many other important qestions and answers he had 

learned: 

The parents manifest an interest inthis District which will 
assist any teacher. 


No. 3. Miss Martna J. Dartine most successfully taught 
the summer term in this District. 

In this school everything was orderly, and her school was 4 
live one, and the teacher gave excellent satisfaction, and a be- 
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wining interest was manifested with the scholars in their duties 
and performance of their recitation. 

Jt would have been advisable for the Prudential Committee 
to have secured the services of this teacher for the winter term. 

The winter term was taught by G. F. Burnuam. In this 
school most of the pupils were well satisfied with the schoo! on 
account of the amusement they so much enjoyed during the 
term. Had they been more attentive to their duties and less 
ito play, their improvement would have been greater. But had 
the teacher possessed more of the life-moving element, more 
work would have been accomplished, for the greater benefit of 
the school: though some of these scholars were bound to do well 
at all events, and made a decided improvement this term, oth- 
ers accomplished little or nothing. 


* No.6. The summer term was taught by Miss Atice M. Hot- 
man. ‘This was her first school, but she gave excellent satisfac- 
on and everything appeared harmonious during the term, and 
a feeling of union made itself manifest. The order and disci- 
pline was good. The scholars improved, particularly in their 
promptness in recitation, and exhibited the evidence of a well 
improved term. 

The second term was in charge of Miss Martua J. Daruixe, 
and on account of sickness in the family, this term closet be- 
tore it was intended; consequently I cannot fully testify to the 
improvement that I could had I been present at the close; 
jbut I have sufficient confidence, judging from her mode of in- 


No.7. ‘The summer term was successfully taught by Miss 
Marta N. Purnas. This teacher had a peculiar faculty to get 
ihe good-will of her pupils, which was accomplished at once, 
and in connection there was order, punctuality and diligence, 
mow ed by good improvement. 

| The winter term was taught by Mr. Winrram A. Reep. This 
Was his first attempt at teaching. In this school there were 


ovement during the term. 

We also found good material for a good school. The im- 
provement might have been better could they have obtained the 
services of a more experienced teacher, though Mr. R. gave ev- 
dence of diligence to his duties. They only need more thor-

Ough drilling to make it one of the best schools in town. 


Yo. 8. The summerterm was under the instruction of Miss 
BLLA M. Goopnricn. 


This was a successful term for the advanced scholars, as the 
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mode of illustration was clear. The teacher’s becoming man- 
ners inthe school-room had a pleasing and commanding influ- 
ence over her pupils, who made good improvement under her 
charge. At tle closing examination there was promptness in 
recitation which gave good evidence that the scholars hada 
knowledge of their studies, 

The winter term was under the instruction of Miss Emma 
GILson. 

This teacher labored earnestly and faithfully for the success 
of her school. ‘The relation between teacher and pupils ap- 
peared as a pleasant one. Good improvement was made. The 
first class in Arithmetic deserves especial credit. ‘This school 
was well classified, and each class seemed to have the desired 
amount of time expended with them. 


No. 9. The summer term was under the instruction of Miss 
Hattie E. Irps. 

This was her first school, though she manifested considers- 
ble zeal in her labors as a teacher. There was evidence at the 
close, of fidelity and skill in teaching. The recitations were 
conducted with much propriety. The teacher took good care of 
this school, and they improved finely during the term. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Emaa R. Herrick. 

She proved a faithful teacher, but needed more of the gov- 
erning powers, in combination with her literary qualifications, 
for complete success in the management of this school. Whis- 
pering and hidden communications prevailed during the Com- 
mitte’s last visit. ‘These habits are difficult for a teacher alone 
to eradicate. Yet there was a pleasant relation exhibited be- 
tween the teacher and her pupils. The classes generally made 
good improvement during the term, and the examination gave 
evidence that the teacher had labored with fidelity to instruct 
her pupils. 


No. 10. Miss Lucy J. Wooprury had charge of the sum- 
mer term in this District. 

The school appeared well at the beginning, and the teacher 
manifested considerable zeal in her labors as a teacher. 

Some of the pupils would do well if they were not inclined 
to advance farther than they were competent, especially in read- 
ing. 

This is a prevailing difficulty with many other schools. 

The winter term was under the care of Miss Laura Jackson. 

On the first visit we found the school well organized and ina 
good working condition. The appearance in every respect 
indicated good improvement. 

I cannot make a full report of this term for this reason: I 
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lwas not present at the examination. The Prudential Commit- 
tee macdle an attempt to inform me of the time, but failed. 

|. The message passed through two or three persons, but never 
lreached its desired point of destination. 

| No. 11. The summer term was taught by Miss ANGIE i 
BenNetr, an able and experienced teacher, with avery small 
lschool. It would have been beneficial to some larger school to 
have procured the services of this teacher, though she faithfully 
jdevoted her time to the number of four pupils. 

|: The winter term was taught by Miss Clara M. Wettiye- 
|PON. 

This was her first experience in teaching. She possesses uv 
aptness to teach others in a thorough manner. The school was 
small, though she devoted her time in a thorough manner, and 
was determined on the point that they must thoroughly under- 
stand the present recitation before advancing. Some older 

teachers would do well to adopt the same principle. 


No. 12. The summer term was under the instruction of Miss 
MMatric E. Jackson. 
| She found in this school a work to perform requiring her best 
efforts and forbearance. 
_ There would have been more accomplished had there been 
‘better attendance and more inte: ested in their school duties. 
| It is necessary to have an interest outside the school-room 
to have it successful. 
| Miss Letra E. Frercuer taught the winter term in this Dis- 
i trict. | 
In this school the pupils lack sufficient energy to make good 
improvement. They appear perfectly indifferent in the recita- 
tion. There is a habit of profound silence during the recita- 
‘tion; all the same, whether they answer or not. Most of the 
answers were given by the same scholar. Miss Fletcher la- 
‘borved diligently to abolish this habit, but to no effect. All 
per not present to take their share at the examination. A bad 
practice to be absent then. 


| No. 15. The Primary department of the summer term was 
ander the care of Miss Saran E. FLETCHER. , 

: These small scholars. like most of that grade, were bent on 
enjoyment rather thun improvement. The teacher labored 
faithfully to keep them under subjection. There was a gratify- 
jing improvement during the term, which was very short. 

_ The Senior department of the summer term was under the 
faithful instruction of Miss Mary E. Campsert. 

j In this school we found a good material for a school. It con- 
Sisted of many advanced scholars, who were attentive to their 
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duties. I did not fully coincide with the mode of instruction 
represented in some branches this term. 3 

This District only have about five weeks per term, and it ia | 
impossible to advance a great amount in that length of time. | 

One well qualified and energetic teacher could instruct both + 
schools were they connected in one. 

The winter term of the Primary department of this school 

: was under the care of Miss Etta M. Goopricu. 

The same difficulty prevailed this term as in the former. 
There was an interest expressed by the teacher for their benefit, 
but they did not seem to appreciate it. ‘The improvement was 
coinmendable. = 

The Senior department of the winter term was successfully * 
taught by Miss Laura Jackson. 

This teacher manifests a talent for teaching others. Withso ~ 
short a time, she performed a good work ; yet only a beginning 
in that work she could have: :ccomplished i in arespectable length 
of time. The examination showed all the improvement we 
could expect. This teacher had a different mode of instruction, 
which was very commendable. ‘Therefore it must necessarily 
take some time to illustrate new forms. 

There are too many marks of absence which deface the Reg- 
ister. The cause is better known to the parents, who should 
seek to encourage a better attendance and tiercby assist the 
work of the teacher. 


No. 14. Thesummer term was taught by Miss Srerra M. 
Scort. 

This young teacher had an aptness to teach which few pos- 
sess, which was cut asunder in her early attempts. She suc- 
eeeded at once in gaining the good-will of every one present by 
the interest she expressed for them. 

It is lamentable that such union of pupils and teacher, which 
were plainly expressed, should be separated by death in the 
midst of success. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Harrm EK. Hinos. 

She commenced the term with the prospect of having a sue- 
cess{ul school, but a rebellious spirit rose in opposition, and in 
her attempt to subdue it she incurred the displeasure of a per- 
tion of the scholars, who, through parental influence, seceded, 
and the remainder, in part, answered indifferently. Hac 
the parents assisted the teacher in her efforts to govern the 
school, it might have proved successful; but suchewas not the 
case. | 

No. 15. The summer term was under the instauction of Miss 

| Apa L. Hatr. 
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During the first examination of this term the scholars ‘ap- 
eared ordetly and attentive to their duties. The punctuality 
ind attendance was good. ‘The examination showed all the im- 
provement we could expect. We have the best assurance that 
this was 2 successful school, and that the teacher earnestly 1a- 
red for the benefit of her pupils. 


‘The winter term was taught by Miss Arice M. Homan. 
“She was 2 young teacher, yet managed well and labored 
mithfully for the benefit of her school, which appeared com- 
mendable at the examination. This took place some three 
weeks before the term closed. Your Committee was ordered to 
attend on such a day, but some new arrangement presented it- 
self for the continuance of the school. Previous to my visit 
everything was harmonious and orderly. Some one in the Dis- 
rict must report the latter part of the term. 


_ We have given but a brief report of the thirty-two terms of 
school of the last year, which have been taught by twenty-seven 
ditferent teachers, most of whom have labored nobly for their 
leharges, and have performed their duty well. 

| To teach, interest and discipline a school, requires a teacher 
who is alive in the work,—who has love for the business, rather . 
than a pecuniary object. 

_ Many of our teachers fail through this want of influence over 
their scholars. A teacher may pass smoothly through the term 
and please most of the scholars, and yet accomplish nothing 
except amusement, during the whole length of the term. 

_ A-school may continue and live under such instruction, but 
it will not become what it might be with a more efficient and 
farnest teacher, who has the ability and will to do the work, 
though all the elements oppose. 

There are those teachers who will succeed in any school. 
Those are the ones to employ. If they demand a large com- 
Pensation, pay it; for I believe a good short school is better 
than a miserable long one. Will the Prudential Committee 
bear this in mind? 

_ Many teachers labor needlessly by improper classification of 
the school. ‘wo or three classes are often found where there 
Should be but one. In such cases there must be great loss of 
ime. This ought not to be allowed, for the schools are very 
Short, to make the most of it. The successful management of 
@ school is not an easy task. It cannot be dene except by the 
exercise of sound discretion and by earnest effurts. 
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No teacher can or ought to expect success without diligen, 
labors from day to day, “and has some principle to his mode 
instruction. 

There must be a plan by which to work, and the business of 
the school should be conducted according to it. There is neeq 
of some expenditure of money in every District for the pur 
chase of maps, globes, and books of reference, for the use of 
teachers and scholars. Our schools are destitute of these neg. 
essary aids to instruction. 

Our teachers all need the undivided support and co-operation 
of parents. The har mony of some schools has been marred 
and the prosperity seriously affected by an irregular and brokeg - 
attendance. Let the parents see that their children are at the 
school-house at nine in the morning, and there remain till four 
in the afternoon. Do not allow the hours of study to be broken 
in future, as they have been the past year, if you would educate | 
your children. 

Many a school has been seriously injured by the disgraceful 
conduct of some one or more scholars, who are devoid of sbame, 
with no natural sense of propriety. We consider .parents in a 
large degree responsible for the misconduct of their children at_ 
school. Those who do not obey at home are invariably the 
ones who do not obey in school and are inclined to rebel against 
the rules and requirements of the teacher. Those teachers of 
less determination will often fail in the discipline of such schol- 
ars. A teacher should use proper discretion, then, have ability 
to manage and courage to correct the misconduct of any 
scholar, and give all to “understand that the rules and regula- 
tions of school must be obeyed.
